You will recall our recent conversations relating to 
personnel of the United States Mission in Cyprus. As you

letter of January 11, 1960, to the American Consul General 


stating that the United States radio facilities established 
in Cyprus during the period of British sovereignty are 
welcome in Cyprus. Your letter further stated that the

2. Subject to the availability of appropriations, 


the Governnent of the United States will reimburse the 
Government of Cyprus up tc an amount of a 
annually for the life of this agreement for assistance 
rendered pursuant to the undertakings in Paragraph (1) 
above, including the cost of the rental to private 


landlords. 
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My Government will consider that this letter and your 


reply thereto constitute an agreement between the two govern-_ 


ments to be effective on the date of ' your letter for a perton 


of ten years and thereafter to be subject to termination by 


either government on one year's notice.
